erty which has been natlonallzed, exproprlated, 1ntervened
or taken by the Government of Cuba. : :



This claim was opened on the basis of information received by
the Commission that claimant had been unable to return to the
United States. The Commission, however, has been informed that
said claimant returned to fhe United States on August 29, 1969
and was giien information.éoncerning the filing of claims for any
property which might have been taken by the Govermment of Cuba.

The claimant has not contacted the Commission. Accordingly, since
no claim has been asserted for interests in property which was nation-

alized, expropriated or otherwise taken by the Goverriment of Cuba, it is

ORDERED that this claim beyand it is hereby dismissed.
